W ashington, March H—The preri- 
dent sent to the senate the correspond-

pine commission aud General Otis’ re­ 
ports of officers in the Philippines, all 
communications received from Aguin­ 
aldo or his associates or proclamations 
issued by them , information con erning 
(lit tri al m e in of prisoners or of aer in ­ 
habitants of the island by the insurgents 
and also such information as has been 
received “ as to aid or encouragement 
jvet i veil by Aguinaldo and his follow­ 
er'- from persons in the United States, 
us to what pamphlets, speeches or other 
documents em anating in tie* United 
States and adverse to its authority and 
its policy were circulated iii whole or in 
pair among 
the Filipinos in arm s 
against the United States among other 
inhabitants of the island, or among the 
■** th liers of the United States." 
Referring to General Otis’ proclama­ 
tion, the president says: 
“ No disapproval of the said proclama­ 
tion was expressed by my authority or 
that of the w ar departm ent. 
It was, in 
fact, approved by me, although no formal 
communication to that effect was sent 
to General Otis. ” 
Included in the 
correspondence of 
last October between General Mac A rthur 
and Aguinaldo’** representative, G en­ 
eral Ambrose Flores, iii regard to the 
delivery of sick Spanish prisoners, is a 
protest against w hat he terms the “ sus­ 
piciousness” of the Americans. He says 
the treatm ent awarded necessarily cor­ 
responds w ith our political condition,” 
adding that “in th e name of soldierly 
honor I proiert against such suspicion, 
as we have never resorted to indirect 
means in order to wrest by artifice the 
recognition of our beloved independence. 
in this connection, a cablegram from 
General Corbin is given, dated Nov. IO, 
endorsing General Otis’ course in the 
matter of the Spanish prisoners. 
He 
says; 
“The let ters of the insurgents imply a 
threat. 
Unless you see strong reasons 
to the contrary, notify Aguinaldo that 
he and his advisrrs will be held person­ 
ally responsible for any injury done to 
Spanish or American prisoners in viola­ 
tion of the laws and usages of war 
among civilized nations.” 
The instructions to General M erritt 
are transm itted, but not those to Gen­ 
eral Otis, which, the report says, were 
given in cipher. 
The instructions from 
the president to General M erritt May 
1898, direct the issuance of a procla­ 
mation saying that “ we came not to 
make war upon the ]x*opie of the Philip­ 
pines, aor upon any party or faction 
among them , but to protect them iii 
their homes, in their employments and 
in their personal and religious rights. 
All persons who cither by active aid or 
by honest admission co-operate with the 
United States iii its efforts to give effect 
t<> this beneficent purpose will receive 
the reward of its support and protec- 
bun. 
(Jut occupation should lie as free 
from severity as possible.” 
The president’s instructions to the 
Philippine commission of Jan. 20, 1899, 
are given in full. 
The president wrote: 
'Hie commission may render valu­ 
able services by exam ining w ith special 
care the legislative needs of abe various 
groups of inhabitants and by reporting 
Avith recommendations, the measures 
which should be instituted for the main- 
teuance of order, peace and public wel-

W a s h i n g t o n , March 6 .—It is said in 
official circles here that there is nothing 
for tlie United States government to do 
at this stage in the working out of the 
policy of the German government, re­ 
specting the treatm ent of American 
meats. 
Our government has uniformly 
insisted that no foreign power had any 
right to catechise it respecting pending 
legislation, aud has sharply rebuked for­ 
eign ministers in W ashington where, in 
isolated instances, they have disregarded 
ti i* njunction. 
Altnough the United States is not 
named iii the German meat bill, the 
measure 
does directly 
discriminate 
against American m eat in imposing con­ 
ditions which are impossible of compli­ 
ance by American shippers, owing to 
the long ocean voyage, while easy to 
meet by the meat shippers in adjoining 
countries like Belgium. Russia, Austria 
and Holland. 
After the year 1904 these 
countries will be in the same class as 
the United States, the bill excluding all 
meats after that date. 
The officiate here show no open re­ 
sentment ut the recently discovered cf 
fort of the German government to pre­ 
vent our consuls from acquiring any in­ 
formation as to the adulteration of Ger­ 
man goods and the existence of disease 
among German animals, but they are 
quietly collecting evidence, such for in ­ 
stance as complete analvsises of G er­ 
man wines entering the United States 
which are now being made by the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture with a special 
view to the detection of adulteration.

O’Donnell aud Margaret Needham, en­ 
tered the night school at the Ohio Val­ 
ley Bnsiness college yesterday. There 
is now on the roll of this fine educational 
establishment some one hundred and 
sixty students and over ninety scholars 
are taking advantage of the night school. 


At the meeting of the board of educe 
lion last evening Dr. J. O. Taggart was 
the only member absent. He missed one 
of the most interesting meetings of the 
board held daring this term of school. 
The session, while not lengthy, will 
mark a new era in the government of 
the schools inasmuch as the assessment 
idea was forever abolished. 


Janitor John M. Orr, of the Grant 
street school, asked for an increase in 
his salary from $25 to $10 a month. He 
has a number of extra rooms to take care 
of and the board gave him an increase, 
dating from January I. He is now re­ 
ceiving the same salary as the janitor of 
the Sixth street building. 
James Whetton, janitor of the East 
End school, wanted $6 for cleaning the 
•mall school building on Pennsylvania 
avenue last summer, but action was de­ 
ferred until the next meeting. 
The following bills were ordered 
paid:

Telephone company, $24.75; H. W. 
Corns, $40; typewriter oabinet, $58.80;

L. O. Williams rose to inquire into the 
circumstances surrounding the renting 
of a piano for Miss Austin’s room in the 
Central building. He understood the 
scholars some time ago voted to rent a 
piano for that room. The piano was 
rented, and the scholars were assessed a 
fixed sam each month, 40 cents, to pay 
the rent. He had heard that some of 
the scholars had been kept in after hoars 
for failing to bring the assessment. In 
one instance a child was kept in six 
times because she did uot. bring the 
money for the piano. It was said the 
child was told to go home and not re­ 
turn until she brought the 40 cents with 
her. 
Mr. Williams said he went to see 
the parents, and was told that the father 
wrote a note to the teacher about the 
matter. The father told Mr. Williams 
that it was not the 40 cents but the 
principle involved that he objected to. 
Mr. Williams' remarks canned a sensa­ 
tion. There was a dead silence for a 
jew moments and then Dr. W. T. Norris 
arose. 
He said : “I think it would be 
a good idea to make a rule to stop this 
assessment bnsiness. The board snould 
pay for such articles if needed.” 
Mr. Williams continued by saying 
that they were now making a collection 
at the Sixth street school to bay pictures 
to place on the walls. 
Geo. C. Murphy failed to see anything 
wrong in that. 
The scholars were do- 
• ng this among themselves and the board 
had nothing to do with it. 
President O. C. Vodrey asked Mr. 
Williams if the complaints about this 
assessment had been brought before the 
board by the proper channel. 
Superintendent R. E. Bayman said 
jhey had uot. 


President Vodrey said: “ The super­ 
intendent is in tonch with the teachers, 
scholars and parents, and parents feel 
ing they have a complaint to make 
shonld go to the superintendent.” 
Doctor Norris : “ We had better stop 
all collections. 
We purchase readers for 
the scholars, and why not purchase 
other things that are needed in the 
schools. A child may vote to have a 
piano placed in the room, but the par­ 
ents may not have the money to pay the 
assessment ” 
Superintendent Rayman said that in 
all cases where complaints were made, 
after both sides were heard, settle­ 
ments were usually reached easily. The 
first complaint bad yet to be bronght to 
t i t board for final settlement. They 
had always been adjusted by the school 
authorities without having to appeal to 
I 
the board. 
Dr. Williams moved and Dr. Norris 
seconded a motion that the assessment 
plan be prohibited.

“ It certainly does.” said Mr. Hill. 
The board then abolished the assess­ 
ment of $1 on Hvprv scholar upon their

The greatest good fortune that can 
fall iu the w ay of an ocean peddler is 
for an A m erican or British m an-of-w ar 
to put Into som e out of the way port in 
w hich he la lying, short of coal.

from his spare stock he sells a few 
hundred toils at as hard a bargain as 
the necessity of the purchaser perm its 
him to drive. 
On the Central Am erican coast th* 
peddler usually tim es his visit at about 
the opeuing of the coffee season—that 
is, early in the new year—so that wheu 
he tias acid out his w ares he is able to 
load up. alm ost to the w ater line, with 
Hie principal export of the country. 
That the ocean peddling trade is uot 
w ithout its dangers Is Illustrated by a 
story told by a m ate o f one o f those 
vessels.

APPROVED PROCLAMATION OF OTIS

W a sh in g to n , March 6 —The presi­ 
dent sent to the senate the correspond­ 
ence called for by a resolution of Sena­ 
tor Hoar, asking for information rela­ 
tive to our course in the Philippines. It 
Im a very voluminous record, containing 
much tliat has already been made pub­ 
lic and includes instructions by the 
president, proclamations by the Philip­ 
pine commission aud General Otis’ re­ 
ports of officers in the Philippines, all 
communications received from Aguin­ 
aldo or his associates or proclamations 
issued by them, information coo crniug 
tin trea! mein of prisoners or of aer in­ 
habitants ut tilt1 island by tin* insurgents 
ami also such information as lins been 
received “as to aid or encouragement 
/.•et iv-d by Aguinaldo and his follow­ 
ers from persons in the United States, 
us Id what pamphlets, speeches or other 
documents emanating iii tin* United 
States and adverse to its authority and 
it* policy were circulated in whole or in 
part among the Filipinos in arms 
against the United States among other 
inhabitants of the island, or among the 
soldiers of the United States.” 
Referring to General O tis'proclama­ 
tion, the president says: 
“No disapproval of (lie said proclama- 
tion was expressed by my authority or 
that of the war department. It was, in 
fact, approved by me, although no formal 
communication to that effect was sent 
to General Otis.” 
Included iii the 
correspondence of 
last October between General Mac Arthur 
and Aguinaldo^ representative, Gen­ 
eral Ambrose Flores, iii regard to the 
delivery of sick Spanish prisoners, is a 
protest against what he terms the “ sus­ 
piciousness” of the Americans. He says 
t he treatment, awarded necessarily cor­ 
responds with our political condition,” 
adding that “in the name of soldierly 
honor I proton against such suspicion, 
as we have never resorted to indirect 
means in order to wrest by artifice the 
recognition of our tx*,loved independence. 
In this connection, a cablegram from 
General Corbin is given, dated Nov. IO, 
endorsing General Otis’ course in the 
matter of the Spanish prisoners. 
He 
says; 
“The let ters of the insurgents imply a 
threat. Unless you see strong reasons 
to the eon truly, notify Aguinaldo that 
he aud his advisrrs will be held person­ 
ally responsible for any injury done to 
Spanish or American prisoners in viola­ 
tion of the law's and usages of war 
among civilized nations.” 
The instructions to General Merritt 
are transmitted, but not those to Gen­ 
eral Otis, which, the report says, were 
given in cipher. The instructions from 
the president to General Merritt May 
^ 1&98, direct the issuance of a procla­ 
mation saying that “we came not to 
make war upon the jieople of the Philip­ 
pines, nor upon any party or faction 
among them, but to protect them in 
their homes, in their employments and 
m their personal and religious rights. 
All persons who either by active aid or 
bv honest admission co-operate with the 
united States in its efforts to give effect 
to this beneficent purpose will receive 
the reward of its support and protec­ 
tion. 
Our occupation should be as free 
from severity as possible.” 
Tile president’s instructions to the 
”hihppiue commission of Jan. 20, 1899, 
given in full. The president wrote: 
I he commission may render valu­ 
able services by examining with special 
care the legislative needs of abe various 
£5- ups of inhabitants and by reporting 
'tth recommendations, the measures 
Which should be instituted for the rnain- 
f ^ ttuce of order, peace and public wel- 


“it is my desire that in all their rela- 
‘ ^ with the inhabitants of the Philip­ 
pine islands, the commissioners exercise 
ne respect for all the ideals, customs

1111 American republic duly commis- 
rained on account of their knowledge.

Tilt record sin w* that on the 4th of 
May, 1899, President Sc-bur man, of the 
commission, notified Secretary Hay of a 
cessation of hostilities in order to get a 
vote from the insurgent congress in favor 
of autonomy, to which Secretary Hay 
replied as follows: 
“ You art* authorized to propose that 
under the military xiwer of the presi­ 
dent, pending the wtiou of congress, 
government of the Philipines shall con­ 
sist of governor general appointed by 
the president; a cabinet appointed bv 
the governor general, a general advisory 
council elected by the people, the quali­ 
fications of the* electors to be carefully 
considered and determined and the gov­ 
ernor general to have an absolute veto.

W ashington, March ti.—It is said in 
official circles here that there is nothing 
for the United States government to do 
at this stage in the working out of the 
policy of the German government, re­ 
specting the treatment of American 
meats. Our government has uniformly 
insisted that tin foreign power had any 
right to eatechi ie it respecting pending 
legislation, and has sharply rebuked for­ 
eign ministers in Washington where, in 
isolated instances, they have disregarded 
ti i- injunction. 
Altnough the United States is not 
named in the German meat bill, the 
measure 
does directly 
discriminate 
against American meat in imposing con­ 
ditions which are impossible of compli­ 
ance by American shippers, owing to 
the long ocean voyage, while easy to 
meet by the meat shippers in adjoining 
countries like Belgium. Russia, Austria 
and Holland. 
After the year 1904 these 
countries will be in the same class as 
the United States, the bill excluding all 
meats after that date. 
The officiate here show no open re­ 
sentment at the recently discovered ef­ 
fort of the German government to pre­ 
vent our consuls from acquiring any in­ 
formation as to the adulteration of Ger­ 
man goods and the existence of disease 
among German animals, but they are 
quietly collecting evidence, such for in­ 
stance as complete analvsises of Ger­ 
man wines entering the United States 
which art* now’ being made by the de­ 
partment of agriculture with a special 
view to the defection of adulteration.

The Cleveland Leader, treating the 


The Ohio Volley Busine** Col­ 
lege Has

Mr. Charles Bowers, Misses Grace and 
Hattie Ashbangh, Katie aud 
Annie 
O'Donnell and Margaret Needham, en­ 
tered the night school at the Ohio Val­ 
ley Business college yesterday. There 
is now on the roll of Ibis fine educational 
establishment some one hundred and 
sixty students and over ninety scholars 
are taking advantage of the night school. 


At the meeting of the board of educa­ 
tion last evening Dr. J. O. Taggart was 
the only member absent. He missed one 
of the most interesting meetings of the 
board held daring this term of school. 
The session, while not lengthy, will 
mark a new era in the government of 
the schools inasmuch as the assessment 
idea was forever abolished. 


Janitor John M. Orr, of the Grant 
street school, asked for an increase in 
his salary from $25 to $10 a month. He 
bas a number of extra rooms to take care 
of and the board gave him an increase, 
dating from January I. He is now re­ 
ceiving the same salary as the janitor of 
the Sixth street building. 
James Whetton, janitor of the East 
End school, wanted $5 for cleaning the 
small school building on Pennsylvania 
avenue last summer, but action was de­ 
ferred until the next meeting. 
The following bills were ordered 
paid: 
Ohio Valley Gas 
company, 
$867.15; Fort Pit! Gas company, $7 80; 
Telephone company, $84.75; H. W. 
Corns, $40; typewriter cabinet, $63.80; 
Diamond Hardware company, 55 cents; 
Thomas Wolf, $8.15; Bowen, Merrill St 
Co., $96; Eagle Hardware company, 
$137 36; Robert Moore. $88.62; R. E 
Ray man, expenses to Chicago, 130.20

L. O. Williams rose to inquire into the 
circumstances surrounding the renting 
of a piano for Miss Austin’s room in the 
Central building. He understood the 
scholars some time ago voted to rent a 
piano for that room. The piano was 
rented, and the scholars were assessed a 
fixed sum each month, 40 cents, to pay 
the rent. He had heard that some of 
the scholars had been kept in after hoars 
for failing to bring the assessment. In 
one instance a child was kept in six 
times because she did not bring the 
money for the piano. It was said the 
child was told to go home and not re­ 
turn until she brought the 40 cents with 
her. 
Mr. Williams said he went to see 
the parents, and was told that the father 
wrote a note to the teacher about the 
matter. The father told Mr. Williams 
that it was not the 40 cents bat the 
principle involved that he objected to. 
Mr. Williams' remarks caused a sensa­ 
tion. There was a dead silence for a 
jew moments and then Dr. W. T. Norris 
arose. He said : “ I think it woald be 
a good idea to make a rule to stop this 
assessment business. The board should 
pay for such articles if needed.” 
Mr. Williams ooutinned by saying 
that they were now making a collection 
at the Sixth street school to buy pictures 
to place on the walls. 
Geo. C. Murphy failed to see anything 
wrong in that. 
The scholars were do­ 
ing this among themselves and the board 
had nothing to do with it. 
President O. C. Vodrey asked Mr. 
Williams if the complaints about this 
assessment had been brought before the 
board by the proper channel. 
Superintendent R. E. Ray rn an said 
they had not. 


the scholars, and why not purchase 
other things that are needed in the 
schools.

Mr. Murphy objected, saying that if 
scholars wanted pictures on the walls of 
their room they had a perfect right to 
buy them. 
Mr. Hill rose to a point of order, and 
read from the school rules the following: 
“No collection shall be taken up in any 
of the schools, by the teachers or anyone 
else, for any purpose w h a t e v e r and 
also, “Parents or guardians feeling 
aggrieved shall apply to the superintend­ 
ent for redress, but in do case shall they 
seek satisfaction from teachers at their 
rooms. 
In case dissatisfaction arises 
with the decision of the superintendent 
it may be taken to the committee on 
discipline, and if dissatisfaction arises 
again an apneal may be taken to the 
board ’’ 
President Vodrey sustained Mr. Hill 
Mr. 
Williams: 
“Does this mean, 
then, that from now on there shall be 
no assessment of any kind?1' 
“ It certainly does,” said Mr. Hill. 
The board then abolished the assess­ 
ment of $1 on every scholar upon their 
entry to the high school

liquors and all spare room UL *d up 
w ith coal 
As tin* largest profits are often de­ 
rived from the sale 
of 
contraband 
goods, such as m unitious of w ar to in 
Murgeiit bodies, and as detection by 
regular authorities would lead to con­ 
fiscation, several thousand rounds of j 
cartridges are probably done up in in 
Docent looking ruses stam ped “F anned 
B eef” and a few stan d s of discarded 
G erm an arm y rides in packages label 
c»d “Glass, W ith Care.*’ 
Tin* captain of such a vessel m ust 
possess not only ability as a navigator, 
bu t an expert know ledge of the re ­ 
quirem ents of bis trad e in addition to 
a plausible tongue w herew ith to b arter 
and win over tile good will of an ill 
disposed official. 
If he does not own 
an interest In tile ship, it is generally 
required th a t he shall in her cargo. 
T rudging along over the ocean at a 
seven or eight knot gait, saving his 
coal as milch as possible, the peddler 
opens his trad e by easting anchor iu, 
say, a South or C entral Am erican port, 
w hen, having squared the com m an­ 
d an t, he invites m erchants and others 
on board to Inspect bls stock. 
D uty, 
of course, has to be paid by the p u r­ 
chaser, hut In certain cuses th a t diffi 
culty is often overcom e by the visitor 
to the ship going ashore swollen out 
perhaps to three tim es his norm al size 
by as many new su its of clothing. 
The greatest good fortune that can 
fall iu the way of an ocean piddler is 
for an American or British man-of-war 
to put into some out of the way port In 
which he Is lying, short of coal. 
Then 
from his spare stock he sells a few 
hundred tons at as hard a bargain as 
the necessity of the purchaser permits 
him to drive. 
On the Central American coast the 
peddler usually times his visit at about 
the opeuing of the coffee season—that 
is, early In the new year—so that when 
he has sold out his wares he is able to 
load up. almost to the water line, with 
Hie principal export of the country. 
That the ocean peddling trade is not 
without its dangers is illustrated by a 
story told by a mate of one of those 
vessels. 
In order to preserve his re­ 
spectable 
character 
the 
contraband 
goods are som etim es stored in places 
likely to pscupe the vigilant eye of the 
custom s officer, and in the case In ques­ 
tion the mate’s bunk was chosen as 
the safest repository for certain pack­ 
ages of dynam ite consigned to the lead­ 
ers of a Nicaraguan revolution. 
AU went well until the night before 
the ship was due to arrive at her desti­ 
nation. when a thunderstorm occurred, 
the lightning playing about the roasts 
In an alarming manner. 
The mate 
coufesstHl that the Idea of turning in 
upon a bed of dynam ite under such 
circum stances w as not conducive to 
peaceful repose even to one accustom ­ 
ed to sleep through all manner of dan­ 
gers, but with the reflection that lf a 
flash found Its way to his bunk he 
would not be likely to be made aware 
of the fact 
he slumbered serenely 
through his watch below and next day 
delivered the “canned tom atoes” safely 
to the consignee. 
The ocean peddling trade on the Pa­ 
cific has been shorn of much of Its 
profit since the interisland passenger 
traffic In natives, who too often were 
carried as passengers, much against 
their will, to dive for pearls on the 
great Australian bank, has been of 
foetusUy suppressed. 
Still a consider 
able trade is carried on In sm all ar­ 
ticles of hardware, old clothes, person­ 
al trinkets aud an occasional case of 
“dry goods.” which, lf seized, would

Included in the 
correspondence of 
last October be tween General Mac Arthur 
ami Aguinaldo’s representative, Gen­ 
eral Ambrose Flores, in regard to the 
delivery of siek Spanish prisoners, is a 
protest against what he terms the “ sus­ 
piciousness" of the Americans.

W a sh in g t o n , March 6 .— It is said in 
official circles here that there is nothing 
for the United States government to do 
at this stag** in the working out of th* 
policy of the German government, re

Our government has uniformly 
insisted that no foreign power had any 
right to cateehi ie it respecting pending 
legislation, and has sharply rebuked for­ 
eign ministers in Washington where, in 
isolated instances, they have disregarded 
tii- njunction. 
Altnough the United States is not 
named in the German meat bill, the 
measure 
does directly 
discriminate 
against American meat in imposing con­ 
ditions which are impossible of compli­ 
ance by American shippers, owing to 
the long ocean voyage, while easy to 
meet by the meat shippers in adjoining 
countries like Belgium. Russia, Austria 
and Holland. 
After the year 1904 these 
countries will be iu the same class as 
the United States, the bill excluding all 
meats after that date. 
The officiate here show no open re­ 
sentment at the recently discovered ef­ 
fort of the German government to pre­ 
vent- our consuls from acquiring any in­ 
formation as to the adulteration of Ger­ 
man goods and the existence of disease 
among German animals, but they are 
quietly collecting evidence, such for in­ 
stance as complete analysises of (Ter­ 
mini wines entering the United States 
which are now l>eiiig made by the de­ 
partment of agriculture with a special 
view to the detection of adulteration.
